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Clerk: Banks dodging fees 


Judge dismisses local lawsuit 
that’s similar to others in US

Since April, when the Chris¬ 
tian County clerk’s office sued a 
company that provides services 
to the mortgage industry, coun¬ 
ties in at least seven other states 
have followed in their footsteps. 
The counties believe this com¬ 
pany has illegally dodged bil¬ 
lions of dollars worth of fees. 


On Tuesday, a federal judge 
threw out the lawsuit in Ken¬ 
tucky 

The company’s spokeswoman 
announced that this decision 
set a precedent for other law¬ 
suits. 

However, since the judge’s de¬ 
cision relied on a law specific to 
Kentucky, a New York attorney 
who is suing the company in 
several states believes Tues¬ 


day’s ruling will likely not affect 
the other cases. 

Meanwhile, Christian 

County’s lawsuit is far from 
dead. County Attorney Mike 
Foster said. The judge dis¬ 
missed the case because of a 
procedural issue — not because 
he disagreed with the basis for 
the lawsuit. Foster considers 
this only a temporary hang-up. 

Loss to taxpayers? 

The company is Mortgage 
Electronic Registration Sys¬ 
tems Inc., commonly known as 
MERS. It belongs to a series of 
large mortgage companies, in¬ 


cluding Bank of America, Citi¬ 
group, Wells Fargo, GMAC and 
Suntrust. They pool mortgages 
into securities that investors 
buy and sell. 

In the mid-1990s, the banks 
formed MERS to track which 
bank owned which bank loan — 
instead of having county clerks 
keep those records. This way 
they avoid clerks’ transaction 
fees. They claim this practice 
ultimately saves homeowners 
money 

Between all of Kentucky’s 120 
counties, the company has 
avoided hundreds of thousands

Gambling 
bill advances 


to full Senate 


Sen. Pendleton says voters 
should decide while rival 
argues they already have

A constitutional amendment to 
expand gambling is one step 
closer to Kentucky ballots after a 
Senate committee recommended 
the bill Wednesday 

After approximately two hours 
of discussion that included a plea 
from Gov. Steve Beshear, the Sen¬ 
ate standing committee for State 
and Local Government decided 7- 
4 to send Senate Bill 151 for a full 
vote. 

“We’ve hemmed and we’ve 
hawed as states around us have 
pushed forward,” Beshear testi¬ 
fied to the committee. “All the 
while, hundreds of millions of 
dollars in Kentucky money is 
pouring across our borders into 
neighboring states.” 

Sen. Joey Pendleton, D-Hop- 
kinsville, is one of 11 co-sponsors 
of the legislation. He said he was 
excited to see the bill move for¬ 
ward and echoed the governor’s 
concerns about lost revenue. 
However, he said the whole point 
of the legislation is allowing vot¬ 
ers to decide whether they want 
more gambling. 

“I trust the people of Kentucky 
to do the right thing,” Pendleton 
said. 

He said he is not necessarily in 
favor of expanding gambling, but 
rather addressing the issue after 
a decade of discussion. Allowing 
up to seven casinos — five of 
which would be located at horse 
tracks — is a controversial issue, 
he admitted, but it’s not the first 
to face Kentuckians. Pendleton 
said that, in the past, he favored 
allowing residents to vote on 
same-sex marriages and ex¬ 
panded gambling should be de¬ 
cided by voters too. 

Whitney Westerfield, a Chris¬ 
tian County attorney and Repub¬ 
lican challenger to Pendleton’s 
Senate seat, said he “hates” the 
legislation. The fact that Pendle¬ 
ton and Beshear keep saying it’s 
time to let Kentuckians decide is 
wrong, Westerfield said. Ken¬ 
tuckians have already opposed 
the measure, through legislators

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Study: Colonoscopy cuts 
colon cancer death risk 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — 
Millions of people have en¬ 
dured a colonoscopy, be¬ 
lieving the dreaded exam 
may help keep them from 
dying of colon cancer. For 
the first time, a major study 
offers clear evidence that it 
does. 

Removing precancerous 
growths spotted during the 
test can cut the risk of 
dying from colon cancer in 
half, the study suggests. 
Doctors have long assumed 
a benefit, but research has¬ 
n’t shown before that re¬ 
moving polyps would 
improve survival—the key 
measure of any cancer 
screening’s worth. 

Some people skip the test 
because of the unpleasant 
steps need to get ready for 
it. 

“Sure, it’s a pain in the 
neck. People complain to 
me all the time, ‘It’s horri¬ 
ble. It’s terrible,”’ said Dr. 
Sidney Winawer, a gas¬ 
troenterologist at Memo¬ 
rial Sloan-Kettering Cancer 


Center in New York who 
helped lead the study “But 
look at the alternative.” 

A second study in Eu¬ 
rope found that colono¬ 
scopies did a better job of 
finding polyps than an¬ 
other common screening 
tool — tests that look for 
blood in stool. Both studies 
were published in today’s 
New England Journal of 
Medicine. 

Colorectal cancer is the 
second leading cause of 
cancer death in the United 
States and the fourth 
worldwide. More than 
143,000 new cases of can¬ 
cers of the colon or rectum 
are expected in the US. 
this year and nearly 52,000 
people will die from it, ac¬ 
cording to the American 
Cancer Society. 

Deaths from colorectal 
cancer have been declin¬ 
ing for more than two 
decades, mostly because 
of screening including 
colonoscopies and other 


tests, the organization 
says. People of average 
risk of colon cancer ages 
50 to 75 should get 
screened, but only about 
half in the US. do. 

A government appointed 
panel of experts recom¬ 
mends one of three meth¬ 
ods: annual stool blood 
tests; a sigmoidoscopy 
(scope exam of the lower 
bowel) every five years, 
plus stool tests every three 
years; or a colonoscopy 
once a decade. 

In a colonoscopy, a thin, 
flexible tube with a tiny 
camera is guided through 
the large intestine. 
Growths can be snipped 
off and checked for cancer. 
Patients are sedated, but 
many dread the test be¬ 
cause it requires patients 
to eat a modified diet and 
drink solutions the day be¬ 
fore to clear out the bowel. 
It usually costs more than 
$1,000, compared with a 
$20 stool test. 


Feds award 
health insurance 
overhaul grants 

WASHINGTON 
(AP) — Federal offi¬ 
cials say another 10 
states are getting a 
total of $230 million to 
set up new health in¬ 
surance markets 
under President 

Barack Obama’s over¬ 
haul. 

Seven of them — 
Colorado, Massachu¬ 
setts, Minnesota, Ne¬ 
vada, New Jersey, 
New York and Penn¬ 
sylvania — have ei¬ 
ther adopted a plan or 
are making substan¬ 
tial headway But a re¬ 
cent Associated Press 
analysis found uneven 
progress among states 
setting up the new in¬ 
surance exchanges, a 
linchpin of the law. 

In two states an¬ 
nounced Wednesday 
— Kentucky and Ten¬ 
nessee — it’s not clear 
whether policymak¬ 
ers will follow 
through. In Arkansas, 
officials concede that 
Washington will have 
to take the lead.

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State prison to 
open museum

The Kentucky State Penitentiary in 
Eddyville will soon open a museum 
showcasing items from the prison’s 
past. 

Alan Brown, assistant warden, said 
the museum is a way to preserve rem¬ 
nants of the prison’s history that might 
otherwise be lost. 

The idea for the museum came to 
Brown when he stumbled on a card¬ 
board box full of discarded tin cups. 

During a cleaning session years ago, 
many boxes of old items were thrown 
out, including the tin cups. 

Since then. Brown has collected a 
number of items including old regis¬ 
ters, death certificates, contraband and 
sewing machines. 

One of the more prominent items in 
the museum is an old wooden electric 
chair. On a wall near the chair are large 
toggles and dials that cause the lights 
in the room to flicker when switched. 


Old sepia-colored photos of the 
prison’s construction are hung on a 
wall along with original newspaper ar¬ 
ticles about a prison escape in the 
1980s. 

Under a glass case, an old register 
from the early 20th century lists in¬ 
mates’ names and their crimes — one 
of the crimes listed in the register is 
horse stealing. 

Other items in the museum include 
a wood-crafted .22 caliber handgun, a 
shiv made from a razor blade and a 
toothbrush and tattoo gun built out of 
a radio motor and guitar strings. 

There is one item that Brown wishes 
was part of the museum: a ball and 
chain. He said he is hoping someone 
will find one in their attic and donate 
it to the prison. 

The museum is slotted to open in 
mid-April, Brown said.

Senate co mm ittee approves debt limit 


FRANKFORT, Ky. (AP) — The Senate 
State and Local Government Commit¬ 
tee on Wednesday approved a bill to 
limit the state’s general budget debt to 
6 percent of general revenue. 

Sen. Walter Blevins, D-Morehead, 
was the only no vote. 

Sen. Joe Bowen, R-Owensboro, and 
the bill’s sponsor, was the only com¬ 
mittee member to discuss discussed 
the bill before it was voted on at the 
meeting. Earlier in the day, however, 
about 50 Kentucky tea party activists 
spoke in favor of the bill at a rally in 
the state Capitol rotunda. 

The demonstrators also protested 
deficit spending at every level of gov¬ 
ernment. 

Calling government debt “genera¬ 
tional theft” and “slavery,” speakers at 
the rally railed against what conserva¬ 
tive radio host Leland Conway said 
was $41 billion in state debt—or $9,447 
for each Kentuckian. 

One of the speakers was Sen. Damon 
Thayer, R-Georgetown, whose commit¬ 
tee passed the bill later in the day. 

Thayer, a co-sponsor, said that in its 
prior form, Bowen’s bill would have 
placed a question on the ballot to allow 
Kentuckians to vote to amend the state 
Constitution to limit debt. It was 


changed, however, to be a statutory, 
rather than a constitutional, measure. 

Thayer explained that the bill was 
Senate Bill 56, but it was changed to 
Senate Bill 1 to indicate its importance. 

Most of the committee meeting was 
spent discussing another proposed 
constitutional amendment that would 
allow voters to decide on casino gam¬ 
bling at horse racing tracks and at 
other locations. Thayer is the chief 
sponsor of that bill. 

“The single most important respon¬ 
sibility of elected officials is to be good 
stewards of the taxpayers’ dollars,” 
Bowen said at the rally 

The state’s debt limit is currently a 
little over 6 percent. 

“That’s a reasonable figure,” Bowen 
said. “When you go beyond that, the 
bond rating agencies take an unfavor¬ 
able view of what we’re doing here in 
Frankfort.” 

Conway said the state has “to get ac¬ 
countability and transparency” in 
state government. 

“Senate Bill 1 is the first step in that 
process,” he said. 

The bill now will go to the Senate for 
consideration. 

The legislation is SB 1.

Paul sticks to 
position on 
synthetic dmgs 

LOUISVILLE, Ky. (AP) — 
US. Sen. Rand Paul de¬ 
nounced the use of syn¬ 
thetic drugs but stuck to his 
position Wednesday that 
the push to ban the new- 
wave substances should 
come from state and local 
authorities, not the federal 
government. 

The Kentucky Republi¬ 
can is using a procedural 
maneuver to try to block 
Senate bills seeking to ban 
the use of certain chemi¬ 
cals in synthetic drugs such 
as “bath salts” and other 
compounds that mimic 
marijuana, cocaine and 
methamphetamines. 

He said that people who 
use synthetic drugs are 
foolish and said he’s not op¬ 
posed to laws against the 
substances. 

“I do think that justice is 
better served by having the 
laws locally,” Paul told re¬ 
porters after speaking to a 
group of conservative 
lawyers. 

One proposal to crack 
down on synthetic drugs 
has passed the House, and 
White House drug czar Gil 
Kerlikowske has been 
among the bill’s supporters 
calling on the Senate to fol¬ 
low suit. 

Paul did not say Wednes¬ 
day whether he would try to 
stymie the House-passed 
measure, but sounded open 
to negotiations if support¬ 
ers are willing to look at 
some minimum mandatory 
drug sentences that have 
been criticized by Paul. 

“What we’re doing is try¬ 
ing to work with them to 
say if they will discuss 
these mandatory mini- 
mums,” Paul said. “Putting 
somebody in jail for 
20 years for possession 
of marijuana is too 
much. I just think that’s 
inappropriate.”

Paul keeps surgery skills 
sharp with pro bono work 


FRANKFORT, Ky. (AP) — Eye sur¬ 
geon turned US. Sen. Rand Paul kept 
his medical skills sharp Tuesday by re¬ 
moving cataracts from four uninsured 
patients — pro bono. 

The Republican was a longtime oph¬ 
thalmologist in Bowling Green before 
he was elected to the Senate in 2010. 
The tea party darling said he has found 
his pro bono work during Senate re¬ 
cesses especially rewarding because 
the patients, lacking insurance, often 
have put off treatment and have devel¬ 
oped extremely poor vision. 

“They end up being probably the hap¬ 
piest people you’ll ever meet,” Paul 
said. 

Kentucky resident Tim Wagner, a 41- 
year-old self-employed carpenter who 
has no health insurance, is one of those 
happy people. Paul removed a cataract 
from Wagner’s right eye last month. 

“I couldn’t see out of it,” Wagner said 
Tuesday. “Everything was just a blur.” 

Wagner had gone to a southeastern 
Kentucky doctor to ask about having 
the surgery and setting up a payment 
plan to cover the cost. Instead, that doc¬ 
tor recommended Paul, who fully re¬ 
stored Wagner’s vision. 

“It didn’t cost me anything,” he said. 
“I never even got to tell him thank you. 
But it was a blessing to me.” 

Paul had hoped to continue working 


as an eye surgeon part time after his 
election, but ethics rules don’t allow 
physicians elected to the Senate to bill 
for their services, making it financially 
difficult to stay in practice. 

“It’s one of the things I really didn’t 
anticipate,” Paul said. “I didn’t know 
the rules would be so stringent.” 

Paul has teamed up with ophthal¬ 
mologists in Corbin, Glasgow and Pad¬ 
ucah who do the pre-surgery 
screenings and who schedule the pro¬ 
cedures in surgical centers in those 
communities. 

Paul said the patients aren’t the only 
ones who benefit from the surgeries. It 
allows him to remain active in the med¬ 
ical profession that he intends to re¬ 
turn to in the future. 

“It’s nice for people who don’t have 
insurance to get their cataracts done, 
and it does help me to stay in practice,” 
he said. “I’ve told people I believe we 
need more citizen politicians who do 
come home. Unfortunately, many doc¬ 
tors get up there and get too far away 
from it.” 

The result is that physicians who 
serve in Washington often drop out of 
their practices when they return home. 

“I’m not faulting them for that,” Paul 
said in Paducah where he did the sur¬ 
geries. “I’m just saying it’s hard to do 
your job up there, continue doing some 
surgery, and stay in practice.”

Appeals court in Kentucky 


upholds1998 tobacco deal

LOUISVILLE, KY. (AP) 
— The landmark 1998 na¬ 
tional settlement be¬ 
tween 46 states and 19 
tobacco companies is 
valid and doesn’t amount 
to a conspiracy or anti¬ 
competitive behavior by 
the government, a federi 
appeals court ruled 
Wednesday 

The U.S. 6th Circuit 
Court of Appeals in 
Cincinnati rejected 
claims from General To¬ 
bacco, a now-shuttered 
Mayodan, N.C., company, 
that it was misled into 
taking part in the agree¬ 
ment in 2004, causing it to 
effectively shut down five 
years later. 

The Master Settlement 
Agreement ultimately 
prevented companies 
from being sued by state 
governments for the costs 
of health care for smok¬ 
ers, but required a combi¬ 
nation of yearly 
payments to states and 
restrictions on advertis¬ 
ing. The settlement pro¬ 
tected cigarette 

wholesalers and retailers 
from liability 

General Tobacco’s at¬ 
torney, John Bush of 
Bingham, Greenbaum, 
Doll in Louisville, said 
the company was disap¬ 
pointed by the ruling. 

“The company is re¬ 
viewing its options for 
further appeal at this 
point,” Bush told The As¬ 
sociated Press. 

Kentucky Attorney 
General Jack Conway 
said in a statement that 
the state has received 
$1.39 billion from the 
agreement since 1998. 

“We appreciate the 
court upholding the in¬ 
tegrity of the Tobacco 
Master Settlement Agree¬ 
ment,” Conway said.

tion of Attorneys Gen¬ 
eral, which argued the 
case, was reviewing the 
decision. 

The case arose after 
U.S. District Judge Jen¬ 
nifer Coffman in 
Louisville dismissed 
General Tobacco’s chal¬ 
lenge to the agreement in 
2009, ruling that the com¬ 
pany couldn’t prove the 
settlement amounted to a 
conspiracy or anti-com¬ 
petitive behavior by the 
government. 

General Tobacco, 

which sold the GT-One 
brand and at one point 
was the sixth-largest cig¬ 
arette maker in the coun¬ 
try paid about $600 
million into the settle¬ 
ment, including about 
$200 million in back pay¬ 
ments for the six years 
the settlement was in 
place before the company 
joined, and another $36 
million in escrow 

General Tobacco, 
founded in 2000, claimed 
that nonparticipating 
companies were almost 
excluded from selling to¬ 
bacco products in the 
United States because no 
wholesaler or retailer 
would risk selling a 
brand not covered by the 
agreement. 

The settlement divided 
participants into two 
camps — original partici¬ 
pants and subsequent 
participants. General To¬ 
bacco claimed that split 
amounted to a conspiracy 
and unfairly treated ciga¬ 
rette companies who 
came late to the agree¬ 
ment by making them 


pay more than the origi¬ 
nal group. 

General Tobacco ar¬ 
gued that it eventually 
signed on to the settle¬ 
ment because it was the 
only way to get full ac¬ 
cess to the U.S. tobacco 
market. But, by joining 
late, the company said it 
had to pay more than the 
19 companies that origi¬ 
nally settled the case, 
making the settlement 
unfair to General To¬ 
bacco. 

Judge Eric Clay wrote 
in a 21-page decision that 
General Tobacco under¬ 
stood the terms of the 
agreement and the multi¬ 
ple rights it waived sign¬ 
ing on to the agreement. 

“Plaintiff has not al¬ 
leged that it did not un¬ 
derstand that it was 
waiving its constitutional 
claims,” Clay wrote. 
“...The waiver is valid.” 

Judge Helene White 
concurred with the deci¬ 
sion in a one-sentence 
opinion. 

Clay, writing for the 
court, found that the At¬ 
torneys General and the 
19 tobacco companies 
that took part in the set¬ 
tlement before General 
Tobacco signed on are 
immune from being sued. 
States and their agencies 
are generally immune 
from lawsuits, unless 
they are acting as a “mar¬ 
ket participant” instead 
of a governmental role. 

Clay found that the at¬ 
torneys general were act¬ 
ing as government 
officials in enforcing the 
settlement. 

“Plaintiff does not al¬ 
lege any facts necessary 
to show that Attorneys 
General defendants were 
acting as market partici¬ 
pants,” Clay wrote.

National 
meth lab busts 
up in 2011 

ST. LOUIS (AP) — 
Methamphetamine lab 
seizures rose nationally 
again in 2011, further evi¬ 
dence the powerfully addic¬ 
tive and dangerous drug is 
maintaining a tight grip on 
the nation’s heartland, ac¬ 
cording to an Associated 
Press survey of the nation’s 
top meth-producing states. 

Missouri regained the top 
national spot for lab 
seizures in 2011 with 2,096, 
the AP confirmed through 
the survey that also found 
Tennessee was second with 
1,687, followed by Indiana 
with 1,437, Kentucky with 
1,188 and Oklahoma with 
902. 

The total for Missouri 
lines up with preliminary 
numbers AP obtained this 
week from the Drug En¬ 
forcement Administration, 
whose data appeared to 
show meth lab seizures re¬ 
mained about even during 
the past two years. But the 
totals for each of the other 
states surveyed by AP re¬ 
veal the numbers are 
higher than the federal 
data. 

Combined, the numbers 
indicate nationwide meth 
lab seizures rose at least 8.3 
percent in 2011 compared 
with 2010. 

Experts blame the contin¬ 
ued increase on the drug’s 
addictiveness and the grow¬ 
ing popularity of the meth- 
making shortcut known as 
“shake-and-bake,” in which 
the drug is concocted 
quickly in a soda bottle. The 
method results in smaller 
labs, but more of them. 

Clandestine meth labs are 
most common in the Mid¬ 
west and South. U.S. users 
who don’t make the drug 
themselves get it from Mex¬ 
ico, but experts say the 
drug made in homemade 
labs is more addictive than 
the often-diluted product 
that crosses the border. 

“When they’re manufac¬ 
turing it locally they’re 
making the purest form 
and the strongest form they 
can make,” said Sgt. Niki 
Crawford of the Indiana 
State Police Meth Suppres¬ 
sion Team. 

Missouri had been the na¬ 
tion’s No. 1 meth-producing 
state every year from 2003 
to 2009 until falling behind 
Tennessee for one year. In 
2011, a single Missouri 
county had more busts than 
Texas, Florida and Califor¬ 
nia combined. Jefferson 
County, which is near St. 
Louis, tallied 253 seizures; 
the three states had 219. 

Missouri State Highway 
Patrol Capt. Tim Hull at¬ 
tributed the state’s consis¬ 
tently high seizure rate to 
law enforcement agencies’ 
focus on addressing the 
meth problem. 

Police in many Missouri 
counties stake out pharma¬ 
cies and watch for “pill 
shoppers” who go from 
store to store to purchase 
decongestants containing 
pseudoephedrine, a vital 
meth ingredient, now that 
tighter state restrictions 
have limited how much of 
the product they can buy in 
one place at one time. Many 
Missouri agencies also 
have officers focused solely 
on meth. 

“Is Missouri that much 
worse or does Missouri just 
take a more aggressive ap¬ 
proach? I think Missouri 
law enforcement just ag¬ 
gressively deals with the 
issue,” Hull said. 

Indeed, Missouri and 
Kentucky are among a 
handful of high-meth states 
that developed their own 
programs to train local po¬ 
lice to better handle meth 
cleanup and take the haz¬ 
ardous waste to container 
sites placed around the 
state. 

The programs helped 
those states continue with 
busts after millions of dol¬ 
lars in federal funding set 
aside for cleanup suddenly 
was cut in February 2011. 
Many local police agencies 
in states without their own 
programs all but stopped 
seeking out meth labs be¬ 
cause the local govern¬ 
ments couldn’t afford 
cleanup costs. 

An AP analysis in August 
found the number of labs 
seized plummeted by at 
least a third in several key 
meth-producing states 
within six months. The fed¬ 
eral money then was re¬ 
stored late last year. 
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Feds indict Ky. mine company, officials 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. (AP) — A fed¬ 
eral grand jury has indicted a coal 
company and three officials at a 
Harlan County mine where an un¬ 
derground miner was killed in a 
roof fall last year. 

The 32-count indictment issued 
Wednesday in London, Ky, 
charges Manalapan Mining Com¬ 
pany and three officials with vio¬ 
lating federal mine safety laws 
related to underground mine roof 
structures and dangerous electric 
cables. 

The indictment says records of 
pre-shift inspections kept by the 
supervisors dating from June 13 to 
June 28 were falsified. 

On June 29, 46-year-old David 
Partin died at the P-1 mine when 
he was crushed by a roof collapse. 


A spokesman at Manalapan 
Mining did not return a call for 
comment on the indictments 
Wednesday afternoon. 

The indictment arrived on the 
same day that a former superin¬ 
tendent at the West Virginia mine 
where 29 workers were killed in a 
2010 explosion was charged in fed¬ 
eral court. 

Gary May is charged with con¬ 
spiracy to defraud the govern¬ 
ment, and faces accusations of 
falsifying safety records at the 
Upper Big Branch mine. 

The indictments in Kentucky 
against Manalapan Mining name 
the P-1 mine’s superintendent, 
Joseph Miniard, operations man¬ 
ager Jefferson Davis, and second 
shift foreman Bryant Massingale. 


The three supervisors “failed to re¬ 
port and record hazardous condi¬ 
tions” at the mine and “aided and 
abetted one another” in violating 
federal safety rules, the indictment 
says. 

The indictment also names Man¬ 
alapan in four counts and says the 
company allowed “miners to work 
under the unsupported roof” in a 
section of the P-1 mine. 

Miniard, 45, of Smith, Ky, faces 
18 counts related to the pre-shift in¬ 
spections at the mine. Miniard was 
designated to countersign the re¬ 
ports, and he signed them “know¬ 
ing that the pre-shift examiner had 
failed to report and to record haz¬ 
ardous conditions,” according to 
the indictment. 

Massingale, 52, of Cawood, con¬ 


ducted pre-shift inspections and 
faces seven counts related to the 
inspections that were allegedly fal¬ 
sified. 

Davis, 53, of Harlan, and the 
other men face three counts for 
failing to follow the mine’s feder¬ 
ally-approved roof control plan, al¬ 
lowing workers to work in 
hazardous conditions and for al¬ 
lowing miners to use equipment in 
the dangerous conditions. 

The men are due in federal court 
in London on March 13 for ar¬ 
raignments. 

The federal charges range from 
a maximum of one year in prison 
for some of the counts and up to 
five years in prison for the counts 
related to the false records, along 
with fines up to $250,000 per count. 


Parks group urges 
more protection 
for Mammoth Cave 

BOWLING GREEN, Ky. (AP) — 
A plan by the Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Agency to exempt some 
older coal plants from tough air 
quality standards could hurt 
Mammoth Cave National Park, ac¬ 
cording to the National Parks Con¬ 
servation Association. 

The group is urging the EPA not 
to allow the exemption, citing a re¬ 
port released this month that it 
would allow emissions of 243 per¬ 
cent more nitrogen oxides “than 
the best pollution controls would 
allow.” 

The NPC A is an independent or¬ 
ganization with a mission “to pro¬ 
tect and enhance America’s 
national parks for present and fu¬ 
ture generations,” according to a 
statement posted on its website. 

The group says Western Ken¬ 
tucky Energy has two small plants 
near Henderson that would harm 
the park without better pollution 
controls. 

Western Kentucky Energy envi¬ 
ronmental manager Thomas 
Shaw told the Daily News that the 
plants are currently in compli¬ 
ance with EPA standards and the 
company hasn’t asked for an ex¬ 
emption. 

“It’s hard to say whether or not 
we would be in compliance with 
any future (regulations) because 
we don’t know what they are,” 
Shaw said. 


TVA instituting new shoreline fees next year

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn. (AP) 
— The Tennessee Valley Au¬ 
thority is preparing to roll out 
restructured fees for shoreline 
marinas across the seven-state 
region that some smaller oper¬ 
ators say could be the death 
knell of their businesses. 

The fees to be applied in 2013 
will affect about 450 riverbank 
businesses and properties on 46 
reservoirs owned by the TVA, 
which is a federal government 
utility. The fees will use a for¬ 
mula that assesses market- 
value rental or lease value or a 
percent of commercial revenue, 
said James Adams, TVA’s man¬ 
ager for land and shorelines. 
The overall new contract is 
based on 4 percent of revenue. 

Larry Steidle owns Blue 
Springs Marina, between 
Kingston and Spring City on 
the Tennessee River. He told the 
Chattanooga Times Free Press 
he owns land, but TVA owns the 
water and the shoreline up to a 
certain point. 

Steidle, who has been in busi¬ 
ness for three decades, worries 
about the new fees. 

“Now with this recent land 
and shoreline policy change, 
they want a percentage of your 
gross income or your base fee,” 
Steidle said. “I doubt if my biUs 
can withstand that.” 

However, TVA land and shore¬ 
line communications consult¬ 
ant Bill Sitton said the fees are 
called for. 


“These folks are in private 
business making money off of 
public land,” said Sitton. 

Marina and campground op¬ 
erators are joined by at least 
two county chiefs in asking 
TVA to reconsider. Rhea County 
Mayor George Thacker and 
Meigs County Executive Gar¬ 
land Lankford went before the 
TVA board last week. 

Thacker told the board the fee 
is akin to a new tax, which the 
utility said is not the case. 
Board members thanked the 
county officials, but didn’t act 
on their request for a morato¬ 
rium. 

Not all operators see the fees 


as onerous. Bob McMahan, vice 
president and chief operating 
officer of Erwin Marine, says 
they are fair. The company op¬ 
erates Chickamauga Marina. 

“If people are complaining, 
they’re taking exception to 
what it used to be. If they’re 
saying this will put them out of 
business, then they’ve got big¬ 
ger problems,” said McMahan. 

McMahan said TVA’s planned 
increases in 2005 were too high, 
but five years of negotiations 
produced a workable increase. 

“Really some of those old li¬ 
censes (lease rates) were reaUy 
low — I mean three figures a 
year,” he said.

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Area coroner protests medical examiner office closure

Caldwell County Coroner De- 
wayne Trafford is joining his col¬ 
leagues across western Kentucky 
in protesting a plan to shut down 
the office of the state medical ex¬ 
aminer in Madisonville. 

The office has been without a 
medical examiner since June 
2011, when Dr. DeDe Schlucke- 
bier resigned unexpectedly 


Since that time, coroners in the 
state’s 24 westernmost counties, 
have had to transport bodies re¬ 
quiring autopsy to the medical 
examiner’s office in LouisviUe. 

The Louisville office is one of 
three medical examiners’ offices 
still open in the state. 

The others are in Frankfort 
and Fort Thomas, near Cincin¬ 
nati. 

All three are within 90 miles of 


each other. For coroners in the 
western part of the state, though, 
that means lost hours and higher 
costs. 

Two weeks ago. Chief Medical 
Examiner Dr. Tracey Corey held 
a meeting with western Ken¬ 
tucky coroners to inform them 
that the Madisonville office 
would be closing for good as of 
July 1. 

Since Schluckebier departed. 


the office has been staffed by a re¬ 
ceptionist and an autopsy tech¬ 
nician, but a medical examiner is 
required to perform an autopsy, 
Trafford said Monday 

The state’s search for a re¬ 
placement for Schluckbier ap¬ 
parently came up empty, he 
added. 

“They’ve been looking, but 
they were unable to locate any¬ 
body. So 1 guess they’re thinking 


if they can’t locate anybody, 
they’ll just close it.” 

One reason may be the pay, he 
noted. 

“It’s hard to get anybody for 
that position because Kentucky 
doesn’t pay what surrounding 
states pay” he said. 

“They just can’t get anybody. 
And as far as the U.S., there’s not 
that many medical examiners.”

Speaking at colleges around the 
US., Buddhist monk Tsering 
Phuntsok tends to learn as much 
as he teaches. 

“I don’t know much English, so 
it is good to learn,” Phuntsok said 
with a laugh. “I learn a lot from aU 
these cultures.” 

Phuntsok lives in Dharamsala, 
India, only a few minutes walking 
distance from the home of the 
Dalai Lama. He is friends with Dr. 
Ken Casey a religion professor at 
Hopkinsville Community CoUege, 
and has visited the college the 
past three years. On Tuesday, 
Phuntsok gave a presentation on 
tenets of Buddhism in the col¬ 
lege’s Auditorium Building. 

Over his hour-long presenta¬ 
tion, Phuntsok spoke about as¬ 
pects of Buddhist teaching. 


shared a few Buddhist chants and 
demonstrated different methods 
of meditation. When the presen¬ 


tation ended, he spoke and had his 
photo taken with many audience 
members, some of whom asked 


Phuntsok for advice on their lives. 

Phuntsok said he often hears re¬ 
quests like this during his coUege 
visits. 

“I always tell them about calm¬ 
ing their mind,” he said. “To be a 
good-hearted person. Give love to 
yourself and cheer to others.” 

Casey met Phuntsok while on 
sabbatical in India in February 
2009. He stayed with Phuntsok for 
a month during his visit. Casey 
helped organize Phuntsok’s first 
trip to the US. in 2010. 

Phuntsok has been in the US. 
since Feb. 7 and will depart in 
early May. He will be in 
Hopkinsville until early March 
when he will travel to New Or¬ 
leans where he works with stu¬ 
dents at Tulane University and 
Loyola University. He will also 
visit schools in New York and

present. For them, it wasn’t just a change 
that happened in 1959, when Fidel Castro 
and his rebel army took control of the 
country from the Batista dictatorship. 

My frame was skewed entirely around 
1962, the year 1 was born and the year the 
United States and Cuba might have been 
at the brink of war over Soviet nuclear 
missiles pointed from Cuba to the US. 

Before 1 met Cubans, 1 understood the 
Revolution only as a violent event in the 
past. Done. 

Most of the Cubans 1 met — teachers, 
ministers, artists, doctors, athletes, even 
a member of the parliament — had a re¬ 
spect for the Revolution. They talked 
often about the success of the educa¬ 
tional and medical programs. Nearly 100 
percent of Cubans are literate. The coun¬ 
try’s infant mortality rate is less than 5 
per 1,000 births, a physician at a chil¬ 
dren’s hospital told us. Cubans weren’t 
afraid, though, to tell us what didn’t work 
or how things need to change. 

We could spend days talking about the 
Cuban government and Fidel Castro. 
Again, my frame was stuck in 1962. Isn’t 
he the guy that wanted to blow us away? 

It’s hard for me to accept that they 
don’t have a free press. There are two 
forms of currency in Cuba, and the aver¬ 
age Cuban receives little value for his or 
her pesos. Cubans deal with all sorts of 
economic inequalities despite the goal of 
a secure life for everyone. Holes in the 
sidewalks are large enough to swaUow 
smaU children. A hot shower is a treat 
even in a nice hotel. Forget about finding 
toilet paper in a public restroom. Prepare 
to choke on the exhaust from an old 
truck during your morning walk through 
Havana. And accept that beans, rice and 
chicken will be served at most meals. You 
might have heard that aU of the food in 
Cuba is wonderful. It isn’t. As one mem¬ 
ber of our group joked at meal after 
meal, the same darn chicken kept com¬ 
ing back to the buffet table no matter how 
hard we tried to put it away. 

Many of the people on my trip, organ¬ 
ized by Witness for Peace and the Latin 
American Working Group, wanted to 
learn how they can help lobby our coun¬ 
try to end the trade embargo against 
Cuba. Although there are some limited 
humanitarian exemptions for medical 
supplies to enter Cuba from the US., 
there is strict control on what Cuba can 
receive. Mavis Anderson, a senior associ¬ 
ate for LAWG in Washington, D.C., told 
me the embargo is responsible for many 
of Cuba’s economic and infrastructural 
problems. Anderson maintains that the 
embargo continues because of the influ¬ 
ence and the passion of Cuban-Ameri¬ 
cans in Florida who want the Castro 
regime overturned. 

Opponents of the embargo believe it is 
unjust and does not address the reality of 
Cuba toda.y. The country, just 90 miles 
from Florida, is not a military threat to 
the United States. 

Eleven days in Cuba convinced me that 
we have no business stopping trade and 
travel between Cuba and the United 
States. There are dissidents in Cuba, but 
1 don’t believe most Cubans want their

government overthrown. 

Our translator for the week, Alberto 
Gonzales, told us about the hardships he 
and his family survived when the Soviet 
Union broke up and Cuba lost its main 
economic support. Cubans call it the 
“special period,” when food and fuel 
shortages were severe in the mid-1990s. 
Gonzales, who now has college degrees in 
English and religion, said he suffered a 
mental breakdown trying to earn enough 
money as an English teacher to supple¬ 
ment his government food rations. 

Despite the country’s hardships, I 
never felt unsafe in Cuba. 1 saw few po¬ 
lice officers and rarely heard a siren. The 
streets were packed with old cars, horse- 
drawn buggies, bicycles, buses and mo¬ 
torcycles. 

Havana was eye-candy. The pastel, 
crumbling buildings of Spanish, French 
and Colonial architecture unfolded for 
blocks and blocks. 

In restaurants, a cup of coffee is still an 
occasion to sit and enjoy. Almost every¬ 
thing is served in a dish rather than plas¬ 
tic. There is little advertising on the 
landscape. Children smile. They play soc¬ 
cer and stick ball in streets and alleys. 

My hotel roommate and I had agreed 
there was never a reason to turn on the 
television in our room, so when I re¬ 
turned to the United States 1 saw TV 
news for the first time in 11 days. I was in 
a hotel room in the Miami airport. The 
Republican candidates for US. president 
were campaigning that day in Florida. 

Mitt Romney announced his plan for 
Cuba if he is elected president. Speaking 
to a group in Miami, he said, “It is my ex¬ 
pectation that Fidel Castro will finally be 
taken off this planet.” 

My planet is bigger now.

Businesses and prop¬ 
erty were nationalized 
under the new Cuban 
government and many 
Cubans fled to the 
United States. Tensions 
between the two coun¬ 
tries worsened with the 
1961 US.-sponsored Bay 
of Pigs attempted inva¬ 
sion by Cuban exiles 
and with the 1962 
Cuban missile crisis. 

President Jimmy 
Carter lifted the travel 
restrictions in 1977. 
Travel restrictions 
were re-imposed by 
Ronald Reagan in 1982 
and then written into 
law in 1996. This means 
Congress must enact 


new legislation to end 
the travel restrictions 
and trade embargo. The 
president has some lee¬ 
way to ease or tighten 
the travel restrictions. 

It is illegal for citi¬ 
zens and residents of 
the United States to 
travel to Cuba (except 
in special defined cate¬ 
gories), even if they 
travel through another 
country. 

During President 
George W. Bush’s ad¬ 
ministration, Cuban- 
Americans could travel 
to Cuba to visit family 
only once every three 
years. President 

Barack Obama eased 
some of the travel re¬ 
strictions. Cuban- 
Americans can travel 
as often as they like to 


visit family. Special cat¬ 
egories of travel also 
are allowed, such as a 
people-to-people license 
for study.

Foster said. Across the na¬ 
tion, the number totals 
about $2 billion, said Eric 
Schneiderman, attorney 
general of New York. 

“That means the taxpay¬ 
ers lost money,” Foster 
said. “The taxpayers own 
the government.” 

Last year, Christian and 
Washington counties part¬ 
nered with a bankruptcy 
attorney in Lexington to 
sue MERS. They intended 
for all Kentucky counties 
to join the lawsuit later. 
They argued that accord¬ 
ing to Kentucky law, every 
transfer of a mortgage 
must be recorded in the 
county clerk’s office 
within 30 days. 

“To me it’s a fairly sim¬ 
ple case,” Christian 
County Clerk Mike Kem 
told the New Era. “Ken¬ 
tucky law does not allow 
MERS to be in existence.” 

The lawsuit asked a 
judge to order the banks to 
pay all the fees they’ve 
avoided and start record¬ 
ing transactions through 
clerk’s offices in the fu¬ 
ture. 

The company argued 
the judge should dismiss 
the suit and cited six legal 
reasons: among them that 
Kentucky law doesn’t 
grant county clerks the 
right to sue in a situation 
like this. 

In an order he issued 
Tuesday, Federal Judge 
Joseph McKinley Jr. 
agreed with this argu¬ 
ment. The laws surround¬ 
ing records of mortgage 
transactions are meant to 


protect lienholders, 
prospective purchasers 
and creditors, and prop¬ 
erty owners. They don’t 
protect county clerks’ 
rights to collect transac¬ 
tion fees, McKinley said. 

“Had the General As¬ 
sembly wanted to allow 
county clerks to file law¬ 
suits regarding recording 
fees, it certainly knew 
how to do so,” the order 
reads. 

Foster disagrees. 

“It’s sort of an odd opin¬ 
ion,” he said. “Clearly the 
county clerk is the one 
that’s being financially 
damaged.” 

He said Christian and 
Washington counties may 
ask the U.S. Court of Ap¬ 
peals to review this case. 
Otherwise, the county fis¬ 
cal courts will likely file a 
new lawsuit against 
MERS. He considers Tues¬ 
day’s dismissal “one battle 
in a prolonged legal war.” 

Implications debated 

Since the filing of Chris¬ 
tian County’s lawsuit last 
year, authorities in at least 
seven other states — Ohio, 
Oklahoma, Pennsylvania, 
Florida, Texas, Arkansas 
and Michigan—filed sim¬ 
ilar lawsuits. 

Tuesday afternoon, 
MERS issued a news re¬ 
lease to announce McKin¬ 
ley’s decision. 

“This is a significant 
and precedent-setting de¬ 
cision for MERS,” said 
Janis Smith, the com¬ 
pany’s spokeswoman. 
“The Court determined 
that county clerks lack 
standing to sue or collect 


damages from MERS.” 

Smith clarified her re¬ 
mark in a follow-up email 
on Wednesday evening. 
McKinley was the first 
judge to rule on the issue 
of who had a right to sue 
MERS, she said. 

“The purpose of record¬ 
ing statutes in general is 
to establish the presence 
of a lien on real property 
and to protect the inter¬ 
ests of the lienholder, 
owner and or prospective 
owner,” her email reads. 

But Stanley Bernstein, 
an attorney from New 
York City, said the laws 
differ too much from state 
to state for McKinley’s rul¬ 
ing to have nationwide im¬ 
pact. 

Bernstein’s firm, Lieb- 
hard LLP, is suing MERS 
on behalf of counties in 
Ohio and Oklahoma. It 
will soon file a suit in Mas¬ 
sachusetts, and the firm’s 
attorneys are talking with 
many other states, Bern¬ 
stein said. 

In some states, the attor¬ 
ney general has authority 
to sue MERS, Bernstein 
said. In other states it’s the 
county clerk offices or the 
county governments. 

Bernstein wants to force 
the company to change its 
practices all over the 
country; he considers it a 
conspiracy between the 
country’s largest banks to 
deprive counties of 
recording fees. 

But it will mean fighting 
a different legal battle in 
every state, he said.

GAMBLING: Sen. Pendleton 
says voters should decide 
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killing gambling proposals in the past, 
he explained. 

“The people have had their say,” West- 
erfield said. “The bottom line is that ex¬ 
panded gambling is bad for families, 
nonprofits and the hungry mouths.” 

Westerfield agrees with proponents 
of the measure who say gambling could 
provide additional revenue for the state. 
He questions the cost of that revenue 
and said gambling generally hurts 
those who can least afford it. 

Acknowledging surrounding states 
that allow gambling profit from Ken¬ 
tucky patrons, Westerfield said at¬ 
tempting to harness that revenue in 
Kentucky would only open the door to 
more problems. If the state wants to 
find more revenue, it needs to look at re¬ 
structuring some programs already in 
existence, Westerfield said. 

“The social support services this state 
offers are woefully abused,” Westerfield 
said, pointing to people he’s seen go 
through court with new clothes or cell¬ 
phones while still receiving welfare. 

Pendleton questioned why Wester¬ 
field “doesn’t trust the people” enough 
to let them vote on a gambling amend¬ 
ment. He also pointed to Republicans in 
state government, including the bill’s 


primary sponsor Sen. Damon Thayer, R- 
Georgetown, who favor the measure. 

Westerfield denounced Thayer, saying 
he’s trying to circumvent ethical issues 
with the measure and the senator 
stands to gain financially from ex¬ 
panded gambling in the state. 

“If they really want the people to de¬ 
cide ... then they better talk about both 
sides,” Westerfield added, referencing 
potential benefits or detriments from 
expanded gambling. 

Pendleton agreed that people should 
know about the positives and negatives 
of more gambling. However, counties 
that border states that provide gam¬ 
bling already see the issues firsthand, 
he argued. 

“We already have the woes. We’re just 
not getting the money,” Pendleton said. 

The bill still faces serious hurdles, 
Pendleton said, as it heads to the Re¬ 
publican-controlled Senate. However, he 
said he was encouraged by the 7-4 com¬ 
mittee vote, because more Republicans 
supported the bill than he expected. 

“I keep hearing they’ve got the votes 
to get it passed,” Pendleton said. 

He thought the measure could come 
before the full Senate as soon as Friday.

Problem of in-school dropouts 


K entucky is considering a law to 
make education compulsory un¬ 
til the age of 18 and I am sure 
that the sponsors are all weU inten- 
tioned. Unless they can tie contin¬ 
ued high school attendance for a 
dropout to an immediate and urgent 
goal such as a driver’s license, I be¬ 
lieve that such a law would be a 
detriment to education. 

I have seen quite a few students 
arrive at age 16 without being able 
to read and then sud¬ 
denly finding high r 
motivation to learn 
this skill and be-

Follow- jQgy 
ing are some other ' 
concerns that I have HIGHTOWER ■ 
about the proposed 
law. 

In the first place, the sponsors 
presume that a dropout is better off 
in school than on the streets but I 
challenge that belief as an unwar¬ 
ranted assumption. The in-school 
dropout is unmotivated by defini¬ 
tion and he will very likely develop 
a prisoner attitude that leads him to 
hate the school and be a greater dis¬ 
rupter than before he dropped out. 

I suspect from a great deal of ex¬ 
perience that forcing a 17-year-old 
to go to school against his will is an 
almost sure formula for anti-social 
behavior that impedes the learning 
of classmates. Undisciplined stu¬ 
dents are and always have been a 
major impediment to a learning cli¬ 
mate. The unmotivated students 
can choose to be tardy, absent, or 
they can cut classes and put the 
school into a position of ignoring 
his laxity or going after him with 
strong coercion, both of which are 
losing games. 

We seem to have a fixation on the 
discredited assumption that we can 
measure achievement by the num¬ 
ber of years of attendance in 
school. To some extent we can, but a 
high school diploma is no longer an 
assurance that a student can even 
read. The in-school dropout is sub¬ 
ject to a clear definition. I have seen 
boys who stayed in school for no 
discernable reason other than to 
play sports and if they behave 
themselves, this may be a weak but 
justifiable reason. School is a 
teenager milieu and some students 
come to school with a zero interest 
in structured learning but a high 
interest in being with their peers. 
School is of little benefit to such 
students, but the school must de¬ 
grade its standards to tolerate them 
in this mode. 

A dysfunctional classroom can 
very often be traced to one or two 
disruptive students and a forced at¬ 
tendee is a high risk for disruption. 
If we have not captured the interest 
of a student by age 16, we would be 
fighting a war that we have already 
lost. I do not mean that we have lost 


the person as he or she may do well 
outside of school, but it is pretty 
clear that more of the same losing 
formula is not a likely way to make 
him or her into a good citizen. We 
have very poor success in making 

16- year-olds go to school against 
their will even under the existing 
compulsory law. 

Even a 16-year-old who wishes to 
be out of school can achieve his 
goal by becoming an intolerable dis¬ 
ruption and the least intelligent 17- 
year-old would be able to see this 
possibility for being expelled. Un¬ 
less you put a hold on expulsions, 
the law would have an escape mech¬ 
anism that would render it pretty 
much null. If we cannot coax a stu¬ 
dent into more years of school, we 
have very little chance of forcing it. 

To give the law any teeth, we 
would have to outlaw expulsions. 

We could make taking a weapon 
or threatening a terrorist act a jail 
offense, but we are not likely to go 
in that direction. 

I have met very few school teach¬ 
ers who would deny that discipline 
is a major problem in our schools. I 
see little hope that we can coerce a 

17- year-old to learn against his will 
and in the face of low motivation, 
and I see great danger in forcing an 
unmotivated near-adult to attend 
against his will. In my 27 years as a 
school administrator, I tried un¬ 
ceasingly to persuade aU students 
to finish high school. I want more 
students to finish school but I have 
not even touched upon many rea¬ 
sons that I believe this plan will cre¬ 
ate havoc unless it can be tied to 
something like a driver’s license. 

I see the enactment of this law as 
an almost certain plan to further re¬ 
duce the quality of education in our 
schools. 

I concede that research shows the 
human brain is not fuUy developed 
at age 18 and this suggests parental 
and societal control of children to a 
later age than we now generally 
consider practical. 

Emancipated teenagers and con¬ 
trolled behavior for them at the 
same time seems an unworkable 
contradiction under present laws 
and social mores. If we were to re¬ 
turn to an idea of parental or socie¬ 
tal sovereignty over teenagers until 
age 18, compulsory attendance until 
that age would make much more 
sense. A law which carries no coer¬ 
cive consequence or penalty for fail¬ 
ure to comply probably undermines 
the basic concept of law, and I 
doubt if we have the steel in our 
system to enforce such a law to any 
meaningful extent even if it is 
passed. We might better start with 
an attempt to enforce our present 
truancy laws. 

Please remember, dear readers, 
that I am past 91 and factor that into 
my attempts at clear reasoning. 
Check with a few teenagers before 
you made a judgment on what I 
have written.

Who’s picking 
the nominees?

he fight between Mitt Romney and 
Rick Santorum doesn’t just raise ques¬ 
tions about each man’s strengths and 
weaknesses. It also raises, as fundamen¬ 
tally as any battle in recent decades, the 
question of who, ultimately, is in charge 
of picking the nominee. 

Is it the party elite: the elected officials, 
the strategists and the smart money, the 
people who used to huddle in smoke- 
filled rooms, at least in our collective 
imagination? 

Or is it the grassroots activists: the 
small minority of Americans who go to 
caucuses and stay, who not only vote in 
primaries and run for delegate but spend 
countless hours knocking on doors and 
making phone calls? 

Romney is the smart money candidate, 
the strategists’ choice, the guy most Re¬ 
publicans would like to run in 2012. Even 
with the desertion of Ohio Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Mike DeWine, Romney has the en¬ 
dorsements, the party leaders, the money, 
the organization and the big super PAC. 

Santorum is the leader of the ragtag 
crowd of true believers: activists, tea 
party types, the 99 percent crew that does¬ 
n’t donate big bucks but is willing to stay 
until the last vote is counted in a caucus. 

The nomination of George McGovern 
in 1972 posed this question in spades for 
Democrats. Actually, it was probably Hu¬ 
bert Humphrey’s nomination — with ac¬ 
tivists at war with the police outside the 
haUs of the Democratic Convention — 

that began the reform _ 

movement in earnest. In

After McGovern was nominated, the bat¬ 
tles accelerated. The newly empowered re¬ 
formers wanted to expand reform to 
include getting rid of “bloc voting” (win¬ 
ner take aU) in favor of systems of propor¬ 
tionate representation, ensuring 
representation of women and non-whites 
at the convention and pushing for every 
state to have a democratic selection 
process. Labor and elected officials started 
boycotting the convention and complain¬ 
ing that the reformers (a.k.a. radicals, 
women, gays, blacks, Hispanics, Asian Pa¬ 
cific Americans, Democrats Abroad, aU of 
whom were organized into caucuses) were 
nominating candidates who couldn’t win, 
even if the candidate they nominated in 
1976, Jimmy Carter, did win. 

After the election in 1980, the mood con¬ 
cerning reform commissions changed. In 
1982, the Democrats created a new class of 
uncommitted delegates (not equally di¬ 
vided between men and women) selected 
because they were “Party Leaders and 
Elected Officials” (read: politicians, labor, 
state party chairs and national committee 
members), what I, in one of my great 
naming moments (on par with “nuts and 
sluts”), first called “superdelegates.” 

The Democratic Leadership Council 
(a.k.a. the “white boys caucus”) was 
founded with the stated goal of giving 
more conservative southern states a big¬ 
ger say in the process by aU holding their 
primaries on Super Tuesday (which, in 
the world of unintended consequences, 
helped Jesse Jackson more than anyone 
else). But the effort was on to select elec¬ 
table candidates. 

The Republicans never went as far 
down the reform road as the Democrats 
(for instance, they kept winner take all) 
But by the 1992 convention, it was clear 
that the activists had figured out how to 
take control of even the more antiquated 
methods of delegate selection. They 
showed up en masse at the county and 
state committee meetings, ran slates of 
delegates, and pushed the platform so far 
rightward that no less a conservative than 
Ronald Reagan took to the podium to 
argue for tolerance. 

So who’s in charge now? 

For the past few weeks, anyway, it’s been 
the activists. But the establishment may 
be coming back, pounding home the mes¬ 
sage that a vote for Santorum is a vote for 
Barack Obama. The insiders aren’t just 
biting their nails. They’re doing every¬ 
thing they can — and that’s a lot — to send 
the message, beginning in Michigan, that 
Romney is stiU the likely nominee, and the 
more contests he gets pounded in, and the 
more speeches he gives about liking the 
trees in Michigan, the weaker he’U be. 

Unlike his face-off with Newt Gingrich 
in Florida, Santorum (with less obvious 
baggage than Gingrich) is making Rom¬ 
ney look smaller. He can only shrink so 
much before his chances of beating 
Obama shrink with him. That may be the 
reason why recent polls show the gap nar¬ 
rowing in Michigan. Supporting Santo¬ 
rum is, I have no doubt, a whole lot more 
fun than supporting Romney. But if the 
fun ends in November, it won’t look that 


way in retrospect.

Salaries for the state’s other current medical 
examiners range between about $97,000 and 
about $144,600, according to Kentucky Person¬ 
nel Cabinet statistics. 

Seven medical examiners, in addition to 
Corey, are listed in state payroll records. 

To become a medical examiner, one must ob¬ 
tain a medical degree and follow up with post¬ 
graduate training in forensic pathology 

The lack of a medical examiner in the 
Madisonville office is causing a hardship for 
every coroner in western Kentucky, Trafford 
said. 

“It’s not fair to this end of the state for us to 
have to go all the way to LouisviUe for an au¬ 
topsy,” he said. 

“Hopefully, if all western Kentucky as a 
whole will get together and voice their con¬ 
cerns and opinions, the state will listen and 
keep this office open down here.” 

When the office was open, Trafford could 
drive a body over in a half-hour, wait an hour 
for the autopsy and drive back in another half- 
hour. 

That amount of time now equals a one-way 
trip to the Louisville office. 

If the case is a possible homicide, suicide, or 
a case where the cause of death is undeter¬ 
mined, the coroner or a law enforcement unit 
must attend the autopsy itself to preserve the 
chain of custody for evidence. 

Trafford said he has a current arrangement 
with Morgan’s Funeral Home, where funeral 
home staff transport the body to Louisville. 

The funeral home then submits a bill to the 
county fiscal court for mileage one-way and 
the driver’s pay. 

The extra time and cost required therefore 
poses hardships not only for the coroner’s of¬ 
fice, but also law enforcement agencies and the 
families of the deceased, Trafford said. 

Jail costs may also increase, since defen¬ 
dants may be incarcerated for longer periods 
awaiting court hearings. 

Normally, the coroner’s office transports be¬ 
tween 10 and 12 bodies for autopsy each year. 

“Even with that small a number, it’s going to 
be pretty costly,” said Trafford. 

The coroner plans to address the county fis¬ 
cal court Tuesday to ask for a resolution op¬ 
posing the closure of the Madisonville office. 

“I would think at least two days a week, they 
could have somebody come to this Madis- 
onviUe office until they get somebody hired,” 
he said. 

“There’s got to be something that can get 
this problem taken care of. Right now, we’re 
sort of in a mess.”

Library, would select and mail the 
books to participating counties, accord¬ 
ing to the news release. 

The bill’s main sponsor is Rep. John 
Tilley, D-Hopkinsville. Tilley said the 
program will help prepare children for 
kindergarten and first grade. 

“I think it is abundantly clear that a 
book-rich environment is good for a 
child,” Tilley said. “We know that the 
affirmative is true and the opposite is 
true as well.” 

Funding for the program will poten¬ 
tially come from sponsoring organiza¬ 
tions in each community In addition, a 


trust fund, consisting of grant money, 
donations, public and private funds and 
state appropriations, will be set up to 
help aid the program, the release states. 

The bill is aimed at setting up a frame¬ 
work for interested communities to 
work within, Tilley said. 

Further, a state board will be created 
to assist local partners with fundrais¬ 
ing, grant writing, public relations and 
other support, according to the pro¬ 
posed legislation. 

The board will consist of at least one 
county judge-executive, one Head Start 
director, one public librarian and four 
other childhood advocates. 

Tilley said he hopes to see the pro¬ 


gram stretch into all 120 state counties. 

Trigg County incorporated the pro¬ 
gram in 2008, and since then, more than 
23,000 books have been delivered to chil¬ 
dren at an average cost of $2 a book, ac¬ 
cording to the news release. The bill 
originated through Tilley’s conversa¬ 
tions with those in Trigg County asso¬ 
ciated with the program 

Trigg County pays for the program 
entirely through private funding, the 
release states. 

The bill now goes to the full House 
floor for consideration.

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Labor leader Wells 
dies in house fire 


GEORGETOWN, Ky (AP) 
— Kentucky labor leader 
Charles Wells has died in a 
house fire in central Ken¬ 
tucky He was 52. 

The fire began about 7:30 
p.m. Tuesday in one room of 
Wells’ Georgetown home, 
the Lexington Herald- 
Leader reported. 

Scott County Coroner 
John Goble said foul play 
isn’t suspected. 

Gov. Steve Beshear ap¬ 
pointed Wells in 2008 as spe¬ 
cial assistant in the 
Kentucky Personnel Cabi¬ 
net as a liaison between the 


state and labor groups rep¬ 
resenting its employees. 

“A lifelong public servant 
to the Commonwealth, 
Charles was a fierce de¬ 
fender and protector of Ken¬ 
tucky workers,” Personnel 
Secretary Tim Longmeyer 
said in a statement. “... He 
was a compassionate col¬ 
league and friend to me and 
many others throughout his 
accomplished career.” 

Wells had previously been 
director of the Kentucky 
Association of State Em¬ 
ployees and the American 
Federation of Teachers.

In April of 2010, Taylor allegedly broke into a home and 
sodomized a woman while she slept, according to court 
records. The woman reportedly woke up and either fought 
Taylor or told him to stop before he ran away 

Detectives did not connect Taylor to the April incident 
until July when another woman said she gave Taylor a 
ride home from a social gathering. After playing cards, 
the woman tried leaving, but her car wouldn’t start. When 
she went inside to use Taylor’s cellphone, he allegedly re¬ 
strained her in his bedroom. She said Taylor refused to 
let her leave for six to eight hours and raped her repeat¬ 
edly during that time. 

She reportedly escaped and identified Taylor to police. 
He was later arrested at his home. 

Taylor was charged with burglary, sodomy, kidnapping 
and rape. 

He was sent to a state psychiatric facility in LaCrange 
in June for a mental examination. In July, a judge ruled 
that Taylor was competent to stand trial.

Askd happy 
with decision 
to attend 
Murray State 

M urray, Ky. — The first 
name that comes to 
mind when you think of 
Murray State basketball is Isa¬ 
iah Canaan. And rightfully so. 

The junior guard has led the 
14th-ranked Racers (26-1,13-1 
Ohio Valley Conference) to their 
best start in program history, 
while cementing himself as one 
of the top mid-major players in 
the country. 

But behind Canaan are three 
seniors who have formed the 
foundation of Murray State’s re¬ 
cent success. 

Following the Racers’ 65-51 
win over Saint Mary’s Saturday 
in the team’s 
home finale, Ivan 
Aska, Donte 
Poole and Jewaun 
Long, who make 
up the winningest 
class in team his¬ 
tory, were hon¬ 
ored with a video 
tribute featuring 
highlights of 
their 

respective careers 
and words from 
former Murray 
State coach Billy 
Kennedy, who is 
now the head 
coach at Texas 
A&M. Of the 
record 8,825 fans that packed the 
CFSB Center, more than 6,000 
stayed in their seats after the 
game to join in the celebration. 

While he watched, the 6-foot-7, 
230-pound Aska couldn’t help but 
to get emotional as he reflected 
on his tenure in a place the Fort 
Lauderdale, Fla., native had 
never heard of before making 
the trip to western Kentucky 
“That tribute was wonderful,” 
Aska said. “Just by being here 
with the team and having a good 
time. They told us they were 
going to send us out with a bang. 
It’s very emotional. Fm going to 
miss Murray State. The crazy 
part about it, I never heard of 
Murray State before. All of the 
years I’ve been here, the coach¬ 
ing staff was phenomenal. 
Everybody was true to their 
word ever since I got here.” 

As good as Canaan has been for 
the Racers, Aska made just as big 
a splash when he walked onto 
the Murray State campus in 2008. 

Canaan was named the OVC 
Freshman of the Year following 
the 2009-10 season. Aska earned 
the same honor the previous year 
after averaging 10.3 points and a 
team-high 5.8 rebounds per game. 
The two have grown to form an 
inside-outside combination that 
has the Racers looking to be the 
next mid-major program to 
crash the party at the Final Four 
of the NCAA tournament. 

Murray State was the last team 
in Division I this season to suffer 
a loss, hosted a record six 
straight sellouts, posted the 
highest ranking in school his¬ 
tory, notched its 25th straight 
winning season and clinched its 
third consecutive regular-season 
OVC championship. 

As historic as this year has 
been, Aska, who is averaging 10 
points and 6.3 rebounds per 
game, never envisioned this. 

“It’s been very special,” Aska 
said. “Starting the season off, I 
didn’t know we were going to be 
like this — ranked, winning aU 
these games. But every day, we

Junior confident at Daytona 


DAYTONA BEACH, 
Fla. (AP) — Dale Earn¬ 
hardt Jr. left Daytona 
frustrated and furious 
last July 

One of his favorite 
tracks, the place forever 
linked to his family 
name, had become a bore. 

Junior disliked every as¬ 
pect of the newfangled tan¬ 
dem racing at NASCAR’s 
superspeedways: the blind 
pushing, the feeling of not 
being in total control and 
the need for constant com¬ 
munication. 

“It was a foolish 
freakin’ race,” he said 
after a 19th-place finish. 

His outlook has changed 
considerably since. Be¬ 
tween some NASCAR- 
mandated changes, results 
during testing and 54 wild 
laps in the exhibition Bud- 
weiser Shootout, Earn¬ 
hardt’s concerns have 
been alleviated. 

Now, he might even be 
considered a front-run¬ 
ner heading into today’s 
qualifying race and Sun¬ 
day’s season-opening 
Daytona 500. 


“I do feel like I have a 
better shot at winning in 
this current style of rac¬ 
ing,” Earnhardt said 
Wednesday. “I do feel 
more confident than I did 
coming down here and 
tandem drafting. I never 
felt really great about 
that. It is a completely dif¬ 
ferent style of racing and 
it’s not 
what I en¬ 
joyed. 

“I defi¬ 
nitely feel 
better 
about 
this.” 

Still, 
E a r n - 
hardt and 
others believe tandem 
racing in the final laps 
will determine the out¬ 
come in the qualifying 
races and “The Great 
American Race.” 

But not having to push, 
pull, sweat and swap for 
200 laps around the high- 
banked track means 
everything to NASCAR’s 
most popular driver — 
and maybe even more fun 


to his legion of fans. 

After all, Earnhardt 
won the 2004 Daytona 500 
and has a dozen other vic¬ 
tories at NASCAR’s most 
storied track. It’s also the 
place where his father, 
seven-time NASCAR 
champion Dale Earn¬ 
hardt, won 34 races and 
died on the final lap in the 
2001 opener. So Daytona 
has become synonymous 
with the Earnhardt legacy 

It will always be an im¬ 
portant place for Junior, 
for better or worse. He 
knows it, and so does 
everyone around him. 

And now that the rac¬ 
ing has returned, at least 
in part, to the pack style 
Junior enjoys and seems 
to thrive in — it was just 
two years ago that he 
stormed through the field 
on the final lap and fin¬ 
ished second to Jamie 
McMurray in a thrilling 
finish — it only makes 
sense that he would be a 
favorite again. 

Nonetheless, he knows 
he needs good fortune to 
stay out front.

youths in Hopkinsville were playing in 
the HCCYL in 2000. Last year, he said, 
the league had 515 players and he ex¬ 
pects that number to be below 500 in 
2012. 

“I think we’ll have enough to have a 
league because I’m expecting a ton of 
sign-ups this week and even next week 
in the final registration,” Blanc said. 

Most troublesome to Blanc and the 
other board members is the lack of soft- 
ball players. 

As of Wednesday afternoon, Blanc es¬ 
timated 25-30 girls ages 7 to 13 had 
signed up. 

“Again I think things will pick up and 
girls are always the last to sign up,” he 
said. “We may have to draft only eight to 
nine on a team. Hopefully, the numbers 
wiU come along.” 

While the local league is struggling, 
Trigg County Youth Athletic Associa¬ 
tion President Scott Brown said the 
Cadiz league is seeing its popularity in¬ 
crease. 

“Overall, we had 315 kids last summer, 
which was a 15 percent increase from 
2010,” Brown said. “Our new numbers 
are ahead of where we were last year at 
this time.” 

Brown said improvements at the 
Trigg County Recreational Complex are 
among the reasons the TCYAA has seen 
an increase in participation. 

“We have made a lot of strides to give 
people a good product,” Brown said. 
“We have improved our uniforms, El- 
dridge Rogers has gotten the fields in 
shape and we’ve done a great job mar¬ 
keting ourselves with tournaments and 
things. 

“In our FaU league, we had kids from 
six different cities playing here,” Brown 
continued. “Of course, we don’t have a 
YMCA here so we don’t have a lot of 
competition for the youth here.” 

Kevin Meacham, the Senior Program 
Director at the Hopkinsville YMCA, 
said his spring soccer, flag football and 
cheerleading numbers have been 
“pretty stabile” since the programs 
began in 2000. 

“I think there are a lot more opportu¬ 
nities available in the community now 
but the decline in baseball and softball 
numbers is happening everywhere,” he 
said. “We get numbers from YMCA’s all 
over the country and baseball and soft- 
ball are the biggest declining sports. 
Soccer is growing and specialty sports 
like archery and flag football, just stuff 
that’s different, are growing.” 

Meacham said the YMCA has about 
500 kids playing soccer, 100 to 150 in flag

football and 70 to 80 in cheerleading. He 
also said about 350 boys play baseball 
and 70 to 80 girls play softball between 
June and July, which is near the end of 
the HCCYL summer season. 

Rick Erickson, director of Courttime 
Volleyball, said his numbers have de¬ 
creased from 239 in 2011 to 160 through 
the first session of 2012. 

“You have to do everything you can to 
get the kids interested,” Erickson said. 
“The problem is a lot of kids don’t want 
to get out in the heat and stuff.” 

According to statistics from 
Livstrong.com, a 2008 survey showed 44 
million children in the United States 
participate in youth sports. That is an 
increase from 38 million in 2000. The 
National Council of Youth Sports sur¬ 
vey also found that 66 percent of those 
youths were boys. 

A National Federation of State High 
School Association study in 2005 
showed basketball is the most popular 
sport for girls with track and field a 
close second. Football is the top sport for 
boys with basketball second. 

Meanwhile, Blanc said he is open to 
ideas on ways to improve the HCCYL. 
He also added that a Babe Ruth baseball 
field is under construction at the Kenny 
Litchfield Youth Complex and he hoped 
to add a baseball league for boys ages 14 
to 16 next year.

DEAR R.W.: Have you ANSWER 

ever asked yourself what 
makes Christianity differ¬ 
ent from the other reli¬ 
gions you’ve studied? It 
can be summarized in one 
sentence: In other reli¬ 
gions, the human race 
seeks to find God — but in 
Christianity God seeks to 
find us. 

Let me explain. In spite 
of their differences (and 
there are many), every re¬ 
ligion ultimately asks the 
same question: How can 
we overcome the barrier 
between us and our Cre¬ 
ator? To put it another way, how can we 
make ourselves acceptable to God? Ex¬ 
cept for Christianity, the major religions 
of the world all give the same answer: We

must work to make ourselves acceptable 
to God. Only by our good deeds can we es¬ 
cape from the evils of this world, and 
make God like us and reward us. 

But the Bible gives a different answer. 

It says we can never make ourselves ac¬ 
ceptable to God, no matter how hard we 
try — because God is absolutely holy and 
pure, and even one sin would be enough 
to banish us from His presence forever. 
But God loves us, and He has provided 
another way for us to be saved. That way 
is Jesus Christ, who came down from 
heaven to become the final and complete 
sacrifice for our sins. 

This is why I invite you to get to know 
Jesus as He is revealed in the pages of 
the New Testament. When you do, you’ll 
discover not only that God loves you, but 
also that He wants you to spend eternity 
with Him in heaven. Jesus’ words are for 
you: “Anyone who has seen me has seen 
the Father” (John 14:9).

RAY: Consumer Reports tested a few of them, 
and the conclusion was that they can help, under 
certain situations, but they're not very easy to 
put on. 

TOM: They tested one product called the 
AutoSock, which is a mesh sock that you slip 
over each tire, and the mesh gives you addi¬ 
tional traction in certain concfitions. 

RAY: They tested it on a snow-covered 
in Vermont and found that with the AutoSock, 
they could get their Honda Accord to the top of 
the hill, which they couldn't do with just the all 
season tires. 

TOM: They also tested a set of temporary "tire chain¬ 
like" things called SnoBootz. With straps and Velcro, you attach 
these textured rubber pads to your tires, and the pads are sup¬ 
posed to dig into the snow and increase your grip. 

RAY: Consumers found that in soft snow, SnoBootz were dis¬ 
appointing. They dug into the snow and got stuck, just like reg¬ 
ular tires do. But on roads with packed snow, the SnoBootz were 
impressive and increased tire grip significantly. 

TOM: The downside of these devices is that they're fairly 
expensive (the AutoSock is 100 bucks per pair of wheels, and the 
SnoBootz are $250 for four). While that's not quite equal to the 
price of four good snow tires (which will help you more than any¬ 
thing), it is a significant investment.
